"The county jail has not been 
unsatisfactory,’’ she told her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. E. G. Ravelli, in com ­ 
m enting on the kindness of Mrs.

Jail attendants said Miss C am p­ 
bell "brightened” when she heard 
the coroner’s verdict.

Keller expects to 
be doing a m illion-dollar business 
w ithin five years. 
His associates 
say he will be grossing a million 
dollars a year before three years. 
And it’s all because his wife 
Nell w as a curious woman. 
It w as back in 1930. The depres­ 
sion really w as beginning to get 
depressing in St. Louis. 
Keller 
had been w orking as a tim ekeeper 
in a sm all St. Louis factory. 
But 
the factory shut down and Keller 
had nothing to do except keep his 
own tim e. 
Few were working. 
He tram ped the streets for any 
kind of work. 
I t w asn’t to be had. 
In desperation, 
he 
w ent 
from 
house to house trying to sell flow­ 
ers.

The m essage, to be delivered in 
person when the regular session 
opens Monday, w as expected to be 
a com prehensive disclosure of the 
adm inistration 
program 
as

shapes up a fte r a fruitless special 
session and in the face of the 
current business recession. 
O utstanding 
problem s 
to 
be 
dealt w ith w ere forecast generally 
as: 
1. Foreign Policy: 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt w as believed likely to deal 
a t length w ith the nation’s foreign 
relations, em phasizing his belief 
th a t the United S tates m ust ac­ 
cept certain 
responsibilities, and 
possibly outlining a national de 
fense program th a t would, Inci­ 
dentally, aid in com batting the 
recession. 
2. Monopoly: 
General congres­ 
sional opinion wras th a t Mr. Roose­ 
velt will seek rigorous action to 
check m onopolistic tendencies bu t 
w ithout definite decision on the 
type of legislation, if any, to be 
enacted. 
Increased congressional 
interest in the federal corporation 
licensing bill introduced by Sen. 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney, D. Wyo., 
and Sen. W illiam E. Borah, R. 
Idaho, included an endorsem ent by 
Sen. George W. N orris, I. Neb., 
aroused speculation w hether the 
adm inistration would back it. 
3. Business aid: 
G eneral tax 
revision, including m odification of 
the undistributed profits and cap i­ 
tal gains tax, were considered cer­ 
tain in the president’s program , 
which w as expected to be pitched 
on a note generally pleasant to 
business except for the “ten p er­ 
cent” which Mr. Roosevelt In the 
past has blam ed for m uch of the 
nation’s economic troubles.

This m ay be counteracted by 
placing a layer of crushed stone or 
gravel over the entire root system 
of the tree. This layer of aerating 
m aterial would need to be from 12 
to 18 inches thick by the tim e a 
two or three foot fill w as put over 
the tree roots.

two ago is that the sulphur content 
of the nails is reduced under cer­ 
tain circumstances. 
The keratin 
(hard substance) of the nail has a 
considerable amount of sulphur. In 
atrophy of the nails, brittle nails 
and splitting nails, this percentage 
of sulphur is cut down. And it has 
also been found that feeding sul­ 
phur under these conditions results 
in improvement. 
The common condition of the 
nails, which worries some people, 
consists in the appearance of white 
spots. 
They are usually stripes 
disposed in the transverse direction 
of the nails. 
Sometimes they are 
punctate. 
The explanations of this curious 
phenomenon 
vary. 
On the one 
hand, we have the common ex­ 
planation th at each spot represents 
a lie told.

"gift spots”.

Other Theories 
White spots are found in weak, 
tired, nervous persons, according to 
Sabouraud, and to catarrhal con­ 
ditions, according to Josephson, but 
these pronouncements I also choose 
not to believe. 
The most sensible 
attitude to adopt about them is 
th at they do not mean anything, 
are not of any serious im port and 
are probably due to an unusual 
method of nail growth in which 
cells with a different power of re­ 
fraction appear. 
Transverse lines or ridges across 
the nails without any change in 
color are called "Beau’s lines’*, and 
represent the poor nutrition of the 
nail during a severe illness. 
Aftei 
an attack of influenza or pneumo­ 
nia the line will appear just a t the 
base of the nail. 
During the ill­ 
ness the nail laid down is thin, but 
during convalescence there is an 
Increase in nail cells so the line is 
a depression limited behind by a 
ridge 
It affects all the nails, the 
big toenail most notably. 
Onychonesis, or splitting of the 
nails, occurs mostly in elderly peo­ 
ple, anti rn due to poor nutrition. 
.Shedding of nails interm ittently oc­ 
curs. 
When 
nails are 
“brittle, 
ridged and furrowed”, it has been 
found th at a lack of vitam ins in 
the diet is present, and the condi­ 
tion clears up on the adm inistra­ 
tion of Vitamins B2 and D. 
There is a brittle, thin and stri­ 
ated nail present when thyroid se­ 
cretion is too low.

“I feel I have served Circleville 
and the Pumpkin Show society to 
the best of my ability. I know I 
have neglected my business and 


lost sales on account of the ex­ 
acting demands of the job of sec­ 
retary. I liked it tremendously, and 


it is with genuine regret that 
I 
feel I can no longer give it the 
time and attention necessary for 
success. I have enjoyed my assoc­ 
iations with the officers and direc­ 
tors, but my business and Cham­ 
ber of Commerce duties require 
all of my time, therefore, gentle­ 
men, 1 tender my resignation to 
take effect Dec. 31. 1937.

Previous to Mr. P a rre tt’s resig­ 
nation, a long letter from Mayor 
Graham to directors was read by 
the secretary and placed on 
the 
minutes. The report of the audit­ 
ing committee, comprised of T. D. 
I Krinn and Claude K raft, directors, 
I showing a loss of $3,077 on the 
, last celebration, was read and ap- 
[ proved. 
“We have nothing to regret," 
j Mayor Graham stated after 
the 
report had been received. “We put 
on good shows. 
The 
last 
two 
shows had the largest crowds of 
any shows ever held. The Pumpkin 
Show is not an organization for 
profit." 
Despite the loss the show so­ 
ciety still has a balance. 
Directors instructed the secre­ 
tary to write letters of application 
to the mayor and Robert G. Col­ 
ville, treasurer of the society, for 
their work in the organization. 
Reports 
of 
two 
departm ents 
were submitted. Expenses of the 
horse departm ent, including the 
saddle and light harness classes, 
pulling contest, draft horse divi­ 
sion and pony class amounted to 
$1,507.12. In discussions previous 
to the 
meeting 
the 
directors 
agreed a charge should be made 
for the saddle horse show in fu­ 
ture celebrations to help cover ex­ 
penses of the departm ent. 
The report of Proctor Baugh­ 
man, parade director, showed ex­ 
penses amounted to $982 in that 
departm ent. Elimination of some 
of the parades in future 
shows 
was favored by the group. Show­ 
men complained th a t the numer- 
t us parades cut their revenues and 
reduce revenues received by the 
society. 
Assets Dwindle 
Assets of the organization be­ 
fore the celebration amounted to 
i $4,206,34 as compared to $1,128.43 
i after the show had been staged, 
the financial report showed. Show 


expenditures totalled $12,184.58. 
Mayor Graham’s letter to direc­ 
tors follows: 
"W ith the memories of the suc­ 
cessful 1936 and 1937 Pumpkin 
Shows in mind, It is but natural 
th at we contemplate for a mo­ 
ment. the splendid work done by 
the directors and chairmen 
of 
these shows* Not only in the Fall 
of the year, when the annual show 
is held but throughout the entire 
year, these directors are carry­ 
ing on, promoting the show, serv­ 
ing as a clearing house for ideas, 
giving useful information to pros­ 
pective exhibitors and tho public 
as well 
“The importance of trade as­ 
sociations, in general, is shown by 
the fact th at every industry of 
any importance has its own trade 
association supported by members 
of the particular industry in ques­ 
tion. The trend in recent years has 
been distinctly in the direction of 
strengthening 
of 
such 
trade 
groups. 
“Such is true 
of 
agriculture. 
Men on the farm are indeed for­ 
tunate in the availability of such 
active 
groups 
as the 
Grange, 
Farm Bureau and co-operative as­ 
sociations and others. 
“The facilities of the Farm Bur- 
eau are constantly being extended, 
are being used more and more by 
farm ers in the direction of agri­ 
culture. As a result our display of 
grain, fruit and vegetables was 
bigger and better. 
“In the field of a rt and domes­ 
tic science a different situation ex­ 
ists. There is no other similar or­ 
ganization 
in 
the 
county. 
Of 
course, these departm ent 
heads 


can m aintain contact with those 
of neighboring counties, but that 
is not always easy. That the art, 
fancy work, and domestic science 
displays are very helpful is shown 
by the fact th at art is now being 
taught in our public schools. Home 
economics and domestic science in 
some of the rural districts. 
On all sides come unmistakable 
signs of revived competition in our 
horse show', bringing new wealth 
and prosperity to those interested 
in this business, a benefit result 
to our city, which was among the 
first to recognize the value of a 
horse show. 
"The attendance 
to the Pum p­ 
kin Show in the last 
two 
years 
showed a heavy gain over previous 
years; in every section cf the city, 
I saw evidences of increased en­ 
thusiasm and show activity and I 
am more firm ly convinced than 
ever before, th at Circleville needs 
this Pumpkin Show.
